Coinage of Adana in Cilicia 


EDOARDO LEVANTE 


[PLATES 17-24] 


ADANA, which retained its prehellenistic name,! is situated in the middle of 
the fertile plain of Cukurova (Aleian plain of the Iliad? in Cilicia Campestris 
on both sides of the river Seyhan (Sarus) and at about half-way between 
Tarsus and Anazarbus. 

The foundation and history of Adana are obscure;? because of its strategic 
position in the Aleian plain, however, the city must have been closely involved 
in the major events which took place in Cilicia and Tarsus. 

Stephanus of Byzantium says that Adana was founded by Adanos and 
Saros after their defeat against the Tarsians;+ Adanos, who gave his name to 
the city, was the son of Uranos and Gaia. The legend is outlined on a unique 
bronze coin (no. 160) with the name and portrait of Adanos. 

In classical times Adana seems to have been first mentioned in the fourth 
century BC by Pseudo-Scylax> who describes the city as a trading centre 
(euzropiov); Xenophon does not mention Adana but only the crossing of the 
river Psarus at a distance of 10 parasangs (c. 35 km) after leaving Tarsus;° the 
fact that Adana is not mentioned during the expedition of Cyrus leads one to 
suppose that it was without importance at that time.’ 

Under the rule of the Seleucid king Antiochus IV Epiphanes (175-164 Bc) 
Adana seems to have gained some importance, as it minted municipal bronze 
coins with the king’s effigy and an official city name linked to the king: 
ANTIOXEQN TON MPOZX TOI LAPOL! this ethnic has not been otherwise 
recorded by the historians and proves that it was not familiar in the city; in any 
case 1t disappeared with the death of Antiochus.® 

During the first century Bc. Adana is mentioned by Appian as being, with 
Mallus and Epiphaneia, one of three cities of Cilicia Campestris where 
Pompey resettled captive pirates after his successful campaign in the east 
Mediterranean in 67 BC against local piracy.°

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Cassius Dio states that during the civil war after Caesar’s death, Adana 
suffered (42 Bc) by Tarsus, her ‘continuous rival’.!° This rivalry, attested also 
in the myth of the city’s foundation (Steph.Byz., see above), seems to have 
lasted into imperial times, for Dio Chrysostom, in his second Tarsian speech 
(time of Trajan), included Adana in the list of cities hostile to Tarsus.!! 
Geographers mentioning Adana include Ptolemy!? and Pliny.'? On the 
whole, the literary evidence is very scarce. 

Except for the old bridge built by Hadrian and restored by Justinian (which 
is Still used), no ruins are any longer visible in Adana. The city seems to have 
greatly benefited by imperial largesse especially under Hadrian; it shared the 
imperial surnames of the third century with Tarsus and Anazarbus (both 
metropoleis), Aegeae, and Mopsus; as far as known, it was the only bearing 
the name of Maximinus. Apart from those of Commodus, Macrinus 
Maximinus, and Maximus, all other imperial coins of Adana bear the 
honorific title of AAP or AAPIANON; the other titles used are CEV 
or CEVHPIANON (Elagabalus and Aquilia Severa),1+ MAKPEINIANQON 
(Macrinus and Diadumenian), ANTONINIANON ~ (Elagabalus), 
ANTQONEINOVIIO (\itwn) (Elagabalus and  Aquilia Severa), 
MAZIMIANQON or MAZIMEINIANQON (Maximinus and Maximus). 

From the coins we also know that two sacred ecumenical games were 
celebrated at Adana, the I€P(a) OlK(ovmenika) (coins of Elagabalus) and 
OlK(ovmenika) AlO(nycia) (coins of Volusian). Other games at Adana 
are attested by inscriptions: games [7aAavriaio.] without a special name in 
AD 22115 and [oAvpma] at the beginning of the third century;!° they were 
probably identical to the games referred on the coins. 

Out of 283 coins traced, 160 range from the time of Antiochus IV Epiphanes 
up to imperial times without kings’ portraits; they are followed by 123 coins 
struck under the Roman rule and cover a period stretching from Antoninus 
Pius to Gallienus, with few exceptions, the most noteworthy being the absence 
of any coinage of Severus Alexander. 

There are no dated coins of Adana and as is usual for the pre-imperial 
autonomous coinage in Asia Minor, a sound classification for such series is 
very difficult not to say impossible; although very important, the style is not 
always a sound criterion for a correct chronology; it has therefore been 
thought advisable to follow as far as possible a sequence which, while far from 
conclusive, gives an interesting picture of such coinage of Adana with its great 
variety of monograms and magisterial names.

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COINAGE OF ADANA IN CILICIA 83 
175-164 Bc (nos. 1-7) 


The known coinage of Adana starts under the Seleucid king Antiochus IV 
Epiphanes. Two denominations are recorded; the first, which is very rare, 
bears the portrait of the king/Zeus (nos. 1-2). The second has Demeter/horse 
(nos. 3-7). These are the only issues with the honorific tithe ANTIOXEQN 
instead of AAANEQON. Four specimens of the second issue are counter- 
marked with an anchor. According to D. H. Cox!’ this might be a 
revalidation under the rule of Alexander Bala (150-145 Bc) 


2ND CENTURY BC—IMPERIAL TIMES (nos. 8-160) 


Two issues with fine hellenistic portraits might have followed the above 
coinage; the first representing Demeter/Zeus (nos. 8-14) and the second, 
Apollo/Zeus (nos. 15-24); on account of the style, two smaller denominations 
with Demeter/Zeus (nos. 26-53) and Demeter/horse (nos. 59-100) seem to 
have been used concurrently with these two issues. Smaller denominations 
with City/eagle (nos. 54-6) and City/humped bull (nos. 57-8) are directly 
linked to the group (26-53) by the use of the same monograms. Then we have 
an important issue, mainly with magistrates names or abbreviations which 
might be divided in three denominations, the first being a unique coin with 
Dionysos/goddess (no. 101), then Athena/Nike (nos. 102-15), and finally 
Zeus/Hermes (nos. 116-35) and City/horse (nos. 136-52). For the magistrates’ 
names or abbreviations and monograms, the above classification gives the 
picture summarized in Fig. 1. The last three issues, represented by one coin 
each (nos. 157-60) might be also given to the imperial times on account of 
their late style; the most remarkable type is the representation of the hero 
Adanos, founder of the city (n. 160). 


IMPERIAL TIMES (nos. 161-283) 


The first eight coins without imperial portraits (nos. 161-8) are evidently 
from the time of Hadrian or later on account of their honorific title 
AAPIANON. They are followed by 115 coins with imperial portraits from 
Pius to Gallienus; the Oxford coin of M. Aurelius with bust of Serapis (VC 
1940, 238, 6) given to Adana belongs to Adada in Pisidia;!® coin no. 3811 of 
Septimius Severus in Hirsch XXI (Weber coll.) belongs to Amasia Ponti. 

Although not traced in Milan, the only published coin of Paulina for 
Adana!® is also included in this corpus as it is likely that Adana struck coins 
for that empress like neighbouring Anazarbus.?° 

Considering that neighbouring cities of Adana such as Anazarbus, Aegeae, 
and Tarsus issued extensive coinage for Severus Alexander, it is worth noting 
the absence of any coinage for that emperor at Adana; the only coin of Severus

Alexander given to Adana was published by Sabatier?! with the legend CEV 
AAANEQON AAEZANAPO; this coin was misread and belongs to Aegeae; it 
was rightly corrected to CEV AAP AIFEAIWN AAEZANAPOVTIO ZOC by 
Babelon after the coin entered the Waddington collection (no. 4082).?2 

Thirty-three coins (30 per cent of the whole imperial coinage with imperial 
portraits) belong to a single issue of Valerian/Zeus (nos. 248-80) where two 
obverse dies were used with ten reverses; some are probably reworked dies as 
they present—as is usual in Asia Minor—remarkable similarities; the large 
output of this issue may be explained by the visit of Valerian to Cilicia in 254/5 
AD and to the economic situation the area must have enjoyed at that time with 
the heavy spending of the Roman army fighting in the East not far from 
Cilicia.73 Another type for Valerian/standing female described by Mionnet?4 
has not been traced. 

No value marks or dates occur in Adana;?5 the two dates given by Mionnet

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are misread; the Commodus coin of Paris (no. 174) is very worn and hardly 
readable; the mark in the field right on the reverse looks like a P over A or AAP 
in monogram but not the date AIC;?© moreover, a thorough checking of the 
thirty-three available reverses for the Valerian/Zeus issue confirms the non- 
existence of the date OC.?7 

As countermarks, we may note a radiate head, anchor, Nike, Zeus, 
youthful male head, crescent,?® round blank punch-mark, and a leaf-type 
symbol. 

Besides the head of Adanos (no. 160), the most remarkable types are 
Herakles with lion’s skin headdress falling down to his knees (nos. 202-4), 
head of City-goddess within Zodiac signs (nos. 215-16), Aphrodite with two 
Erotes (no. 223), and Dionysos with satyr seated on wineskin (nos. 239-44). 
Other types represented are Zeus, Demeter, Athena, Hermes, City-goddess, 
Artemis, Sarapis, the river-god Sarus, and Apollo.
